Dear Sir: 

This is in response to the decision on petition dated February 
26, 2008 dismissing the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) submitted 
June 22, 2007 by the applicant and received June 29, 2007 by the 
U.S. Patent Office. The decision indicates that the delay has not 
been shown to the satisfaction of the Director to be unintentional 
for the two periods of: 

(1) the delay in reply that originally resulted in the 
abandonment ; and 

(2) the delay in filing an initial petition pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the application. 

As to Period (1) : 

The applicant and the undersigned had no knowledge that there 
was an office action and the application became abandoned until 
early June, 2007. As of today, the applicant and the undersigned 
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have not received either the office action or the notice of 
abandonment. The applicant has filed a counterpart German patent 
application for the subject matter identical to that of the instant 
application claiming the Japanese filing priority. There was an 
office action for the German patent application and the undersigned 
reported the office action with recommended approach to the 
applicant by our letter dated May 22, 2007 (Exhibit I). Mr. 
Kakizaki of the applicant company agreed our recommended approach 
by his e-mail dated May 28, 2007 (Exhibit II) . Either on the same 
day or few days later, Mr . Kakizaki and the undersigned had a 
telephone conference regarding the office action in the German case 
and refereed to the counterpart U.S. case (instant application). 
By this occasion, we first became aware that there is no progress 
in the instant U.S. application. By the telephone conversation 
with the U.S. Patent Office on around June 7, 2007, the undersigned 
was told that the instant application is deemed abandoned. 

Since the applicant did not know that there was an office 
action until around June 7, 2007 and it was not possible for the 
applicant to know the contents of the office action, the applicant 
was not able to file a reply to the office action as of today. 
Therefore, the applicant respectfully submits that the entire delay 
of the period (1) is unintentional . 
As to Period (2) : 

Immediately after around June 7, 2007, the undersigned 
reported the applicant that the instant U.S. application is treated
